DEATH, IN KANSAS STORM. 


Two People Known to Have Been Killed 
and Three Injured in a Number 
of Small Cyclones. 


Kaneas City, Mo., May 6.—[Special.]—Half 
a dozen distinct tornadoes occurred in central 
Kansa3z this afternoon, following a day of 
exceedingly high temperature. Two peo- 
ple are known to haveeen killed and three 
injured. Wires are down in the affected dis- 
tricts, making it impossible to accurately 
sum up the damage done. A special from 
Ellinwood, Kas., says: 

“At 5:80 this afternoon a tornado visited 
Logan Township. It f ed a few miles 
south of Ellinwood, and passed over the west 
portion of the city. At the Cheyenne bot- 
toms, six miles north, it divided in six dif- 
ferent directions, and destroyed the resi- 
dences of George and William Helfrich. 
George Helfrich and wife were instantly 
killed. Willlam Helfrich, his wife, and 
child were badly hurt. The storm next struck 
the farm of Carl Schneider; destroying the 
outbuildings, and leaving the dwelling un- 
touched. Further into the country a num- 
ber of others are reported.killed or injured. 
A large amount of stock was killed.” 
special from Larned, Kas., says: 

“A tornado passed southeast of here at 6 
o'clock this evening, and struck near Paw- 
nee Rock, three miles distant. The wires are 
down, and it is impossible tonight to learn 
the extent of damage done.

RUSH TO NOME IN FULL SWING. 


Miners and Prospectors Crowd Steam- 
ers and Schooners Bound for the 
Gold Beach. 


Tacoma, Wash., May 6.—[(Special.]—The 
spring rush to Cape Nome is now in full 
swing. It far surpasses the famous stam- 
pede of two years ago tothe Klondike. Five 
steamers have already sailed for St. Mich- 
ael’s and Nome, besides eight schooners and 
barks carrying lumber and coal. This week 
as many more will get away. By May 25 
not less than forty steamers will have left 
Y'acoma, San Francisco, and Seattle for 


sels. 

The army of miners and prospectors mov- 
ing northward numbers at least 20,000, and 
5,000 more will go down Yukon River from 
Dawson and other Yukon camps. Rates of 
passage have been advanced, but despite 
this it, is impossible to secure first-class 
‘passage on steamers. Great ingenuity is 
being exercised by steamship companies to 
provide means for landing cargoes through 
the surf at Nome. Some will use large 
barges, operated by tugs. The largest 
steamers sailing from Tacoma are provided 
with sampans, or flat-bottomed boats, used 
for lighterage purposes on the Asiatic coast. 

The upper reaches of Yukon River are 
now free from ice. Navigation will open 


this week. 


NEAR DEATH FROM GRIEVING. 


John Horris, Mourning for His Wife, 
Wanders About Till He Falls 
from Exhaustion. 


Despondent and grief-stricken over the 
death of his wife, John Horris, 991 Wash- 
tenaw avenue, roamed about the streets for 
a week, refusing to eat or drink, sleeping 
little, and worrying himself sick.

‘WIFE OR BABE 0 DROWN 


NEW YORK FATHER FACES A SAD 
| ALTERNATIVE. 


Charles Larkeson, Driven by Flames 
from a Burning Ship Into the Water 
with His Infant Daughter in His 
_ Arms, Is Compelied toe Let the Lit- 

_ tle One Die in Order to Rescue His 

_ Wite Who Is Being Carried Down 


to Certain Death. 


New York, May 6.—[Special.]—Captain 
Charles A. Larkeson sacrificed his baby’s 
life to save his wife early this morning. 
The dreadful choice of retaining one or the 
other, when both were dearer than his own 
existence, confronted him at the fire that 
destroyed the Mallory line pier, foot of 
Maiden Lane, East River. - 

The three—father, mother, and 9-months- 
old baby—were in the river. Mrs. Larkeson, 
a fine swimmer, was entangled in débris and 
surely would have been drowned. Her hus- 
band put forth all his strength and cast the 
baby from him:toward thé pier. 

With desperate strokes he swam ‘to his 
wife and freed her from the mass of barrel 
staves and chips, flotsom that was too light 
to sustain her weight, that impeded and 
clogged her progress. He put his arm 
around her, but she saw her baby sink and~ 
shook him off. Her mother love was strong- 
er than her love of life. 

Twice she vainly dived in the attempt to 
seize her little daughter, her only one. Ex- 
hausted as the,mother was, she resisted all 
attempts to drag her from the river until 
Timothy Brynnon, a deckhand, tossed a 
noosed rope pround her and forcibly pulled 
her: out. , 

Beginning of the Fire. 
Starting at the end of pier No.20 the hun- 
gry fire quickly spread to the pier’s entrance 
on South street. Fed by oil and inflammable 
stuffs on the pier and barges lying at it, the 
fire gained considerable headway before it 
was discovered. An explosion of oil awoke 
the crews in the barges to find their vessels 
ablaze. 

On the bark George W. Sherwood were ) 
Captain Larkeson, a sturdy.man of thirty- | 
six years; his wife, Lena, 30 years oldg and } 
the baby, Rosie, their first and only child. 
Larkeson clasped Rosie with his right hand, 
and seizing his wife’s hand ran with her 
along the Sherwood’s deck, seeking a way to 
reach the pier. Between the Sherwood and 
the pier, where barges and canalboats were 
burning, the smoke choked them and cinders 
rained about them. # 

“Jump into the river! We'll get you!’’ 
cried Policeman Timothy Cronin on the 
nearest plier to Larkeson. 

* Swim for all you’re worth,” said Larke- 
son to his wife. ‘‘ Keep close to me. I'll 
look out for Rosie. It isn’t far to that pier.” 


All Spring Overboard. 

Hugging the child with his right arm, still 
clasping his wife's hand, Larkeson and his 
wife sprang overboard. They let go of each 
other when they came tothe surface. Hold- 
ing his baby as high as he could, Larkeson 
struck out with his left arm for the pier. 
For a few strokes his wife was at his side. 
Then she found herself in the middle 4f a 
mass of floating wood that bruised her arms 
as she swam and so checked her way that

Larkeson and his wife, half conscious, 
were taken from the water and sent to the 
Hudson Street Hospital. As soon as they 
could they returned to the pler and for hours 
waited for the river to give up their dead. 
Rosie’s body was found just after her sor- 
rowing father had led away his broken- 
hearted wife. . 

That more lives were not lost was due 
only to the lifemen and policemen, who, in 
fine rivalry, vied with each other in the 
work of rescue. = 


HORSE GOES OVER TUNNEL RAIL 


Buggy Held by Wall and Mr. and Mrs. 
Minor of Sioux City Escape Fall 
of Fifteen Feet. 


‘Mr. and Mrs. T. M. Minor of Sioux City, 
Ta., had a narrow escape in a runaway acci- 
dent yesterday from being hurled fifteen 
feet to the bottom of the Washington street 
tunnel. The horse leaped over the railing 
which lines the top of the stone wall of the 
tunnel, and for five minutes it hung suspend- 
ed, head downward.

STRUGGLES WITH HOTEL GUEST 


Bellboy at Grand Pacific Says John C. 
, Wilson Falsely Accused Him of 
Theft and Shot at Him. 


George Walker, a bellboy at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel, engaged in a fierce struggle late 
yesterday afternoon with a guest, who regis- 
tered under the name of John C. Wilson of 
New York, in the latter’s room in the hotel. 

Wilson registered early in the afternoon, 
and when shown to Room $12 by Walker 
at once ordered drinks. He insisted that 
Walker also have sométhing. Wilson or- 
dered wine, and within a comparatively short © 
time three pint bottles of wine were sent up 
to him. After the trouble in his room he 
told Manager Whipple that while lying 
asleep he was-awakened by feeling a hand 
in his pocket, seized his revolver, and fired 
at the man who was trying to rob him. 

Walker’s story is that when he first went 
with Wilson to the room Wilson gave him $1 
and told him he wanteé him to wait on him | 
during the time he remained in the house; 
that he took up the drinks then ordered by 
Wilson, but when the next order came was 
busy elsewhere and another boy was sent. 

After another call from Wilson’s room 
which Walker at first did not answer, an- 
other boy being sent. Walker declares Wilson 
went down to the office to find him, but that 
in the meantime he had gone up to Wilson's 
room. When Wilson returned and found 
him there, Walker says, the guest placed 
his back against the door, drew a revolver 
from his hip pocket, and said: ‘‘ You must 
take me fora sucker. You have robbed me 
of $6, and I have been robbed of $25 more. 
Now, I will give you just fifteen minutes to 
produce that money, and unless you do soin 
that time you aréa dead man.” 

Walker is a muscular young fellow and 
Wilson a large man. Walker says the two 
went to the floor, he struggling for posses- 
sion of the revolver, and that once Wilson, 
thinking the gun was pointed right, pulled 
the trigger, the bullet going up~Walker’s 
‘sleeve. Again it was fired, he says, but 
again the bullet went wide of the mark.

When this state of things was given out 
here this afternoon the cquntry delegates be- 
came indignant.

for entertaining a million of them and their 
friends. 

To pay the expenses of the encampment it 
is estimated that at least $100,000 will be 
required. This estimate is based on the ex- 
perience of other cities tn which encamp- 
ments have been held. Official reports show 
expenditures as follows in the cities named: 
Louisville, $79,000; St. Louis, $100,000 (raised 
in a single day);.Cincinnati, $119,000; Buf- 
falo, $79,000; Washington, $148,000; Pitts- 
yd $101,000; and Philadelphia last year, 

Must $50,000 More. 

Of the funds necessary to pay the expenses 
of the Chicago encampment the committee 
has raised a little more than $60,000, The 
committee announces that it has received 
generous contributioris from the bankers, 
some of the hotels, the street car lines, some 
of the railroads entering the city, and various 
firms and individuals. There seems to be an 
impression prevalent that the committee has 
raised all the money necessary, but such 
is not the case; $50,000 isetill necessary, and 
of course it is expected the people of Chicago 
will furnish the money. 

The committee makes the point that the 
City of Chicago has invited the encampment 
to come here, and it appeals to the people of 
Chicago. j 

State and City Pledged. 

In making the renewed appeal for funds 
Chairman William H. Harper of the Local 
Finance committee recalls a series of invi-

Has Camps North of the Vet River and 

Reports Series of Successes at All 

Points—Hamilton and His Brigade 

Lead the Wotk—Operations to the 

West Indicate Mafeking Is One of 
the Early Objectives of Plan, .

“ Hamilton was in action yesterday and 
succeeded in preventing a junction of two 
Boer forces, by a well executed movement 


[by some of the Household Cavalry, the 
Twelfth Lancers; and Kitchener’s Horse,

- flicted serious loss. The enemy fied, leaving 
‘their dead on the field and their wounded to

Macdonald's Highland brigade dislodged 
the enenry on the right flank under cover of 
the naval guns, in which operation the 
Black Watch distinguished themselves and 
were skillfully led. 

“ Hamilton was advancing this morni 
to a difficult drift over the Kleinoet River. 

“ Hunter reports that Barton's Brigade 
was heavily engaged this morning two miles 
north of Ruidam (Rooidan?). The enemy’s 
position was quite four miles’ long and 
strongly held. He states that our men 
marched magnificently and carried ridge 
after ridge in grand style. 

“ Casualties in this force, in Hamilton’s 
and Hunter's, will be reported as soon as 


possible. 
“Captain Miller, who was taken prisoner 
-near Thaba has. been sent to 


Rundle’s camp by the enemy with a severe 
wound in the abdomen, 

“ Brabant reports that one sergéant and 
three men were captured on May 2, while 
on patrol, and that one of them, who had 


_been brutally ill-treated and left for dead by 


the Boers, was found the following day. 

“Lieutenant Lilley, 
Rifles, reported missing, was found at 
Brandfort dangerously wounded and has 
been most carefully attended by the Nether- 
lands ambulance.”’ | 

Details of the March. 
Later news of the operations north of 


| Brandfort are contained in dispatches sent 


by correspondents with the invading army. 
A dispatch dated at Vet River today (Sun- 
day) says: 

* Yesterday the British after a long march 
encountered the Boers holding Vet River 
with six guns, two being of long range. An 
artillery Guel ensued. 

** Meanwhile General Hutton, after a sharp 
engagement, crossed the river on the left 
just before sunset. The Boers retreated dur- 
ing the night. See 

“ General Pole-Carew started at daybreak 
yesterday on a nineteen-mile march. He 
first came into contact with Boers holding 
the river at 1 o'clock p.m. The British soon 
had two batteries in action, and later they 
added two naval nine-pounders, two 4.7 and 
5-inch siege guns. 

“Tne Boers fired with great accuracy and 
the duel continued unabated with a terrible 
din until sunset, and even later there was 
desultory firing. It is marvelous that no- 
body on the British side was injured. 


Forcing the River Passage. 

“General Hutton started early to find the 
drift on the west. When this was discov- 
ered it proved to be strongly held and pro- 
tected by two guns. The British speedily 
engaged the Boers, who enfiladed the dis- 
mounted firing line with a Maxim, but Gen- 
eral Hutton pushed forward his own pomr 
pom and a galloping Maxim and forced the 
Boers to leave the river bed. . , 

“The encounter was terribly hot. Later 
the whole British force crossed the river, 
threatening the Boer right. | 


Boers Abandon Winburg. 

“The Boers must have received about the 
same time news of General Hamilton’s oc- 
cupation of Winburg. 

“About sunset a detachment of twenty- 
six Australians, who’ had crept unseen 
towards the river bed, found themselves 
near a kopje occupied by the Boers. After 
firing, they fixed bayonets and charged, cap- 
turing the kopje. All was done on their own 
initiative. | 

“Thus night fell. Early this morning it 
was discovered that the whole Boer force 
had fied. 

“General Hutton during the night got 
two squadrons to blow up the line near 
Swaildsel. | 

“The British discovered yesterday con- 
cealed at every hundred yards along the rail- 
Way small packets of high explosives. 
The Boers had destroyed three bridges over 
spruits between here and Brandfort, but in 
every case it was possible to make a detour. 

‘The Boers appear to be fighting with 
much less spirit. It is reported that they 
are commanded by General Lucas Meyer. 

“The bridge over the Vet River is com- 


pletely destroyed. 


‘General Hutton captured a Maxim 
took twelve prisoners.” 


Fighting the Way to Mafeking. 

Brief news of the fighting on the west, 
whére Warren's column has started for the 
relief of Mafeking, is told in the following 
dispatch, dated at Warrenton today: 

‘* Yesterday General Barton drove from 
2,000 to 3,000 Boers from hilly positions at 
Rooidan, where they awaited them. They 
retreated after stiff fighting, leaving a num- 
ber of dead on the field The British cas- 
ualties were slight. General Barton is still 
pursuing. | 

“ Windsorton and Klipdam’ have been 
evacuated. 

“ General Paget's brigade is attacking the 
Boer position at Warrenton. . 

“The engagement yesterday was severe 
and lasted from 9 in the morning until 4 in 
the afternoon. More than once the British 
infantry were obliged to engage the Boers 
at close quarters, and the Boers only re- 
tired when their retreat was nearly cut off. 


“The British losses were five killed and | 


twenty-five wounded—mostly Welsh fusil- 
lers. The British took a batch of prisoners, 
including the Swedish ambulance corps, 


which they aHowed toreturn. The Boers, in | 


their hurried retreat, left thirteen dead. 
‘Today General Paget made a strong dem- 
onstration against the Boer position east of 
the bridge, thereby preventing Boer rein-

| HEMMED IN BY ASHANTIS. 


GOVERNOR OF GOLD COAST COLONY 
BESIEGED AT KUMASSI. 


Sir Frederick Hodgson and 358 Persons 
Surroanded by Ten Thousand War- 
ring Natives—Calls on England for 
Help—Severe Fighting from April 
23 te 27, in Which British Forces 
Are Worsted—Large Number of the 
Rebels Killed. | 


LONDON, May 6.—The Colonial office has 
received the following dispatch from Sir 
Frederick Mitchell Hodgson, Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of Gold Coast colony, 
dated Kumassi, April 27: 

“ The situation, I regret to inform you, has 
changed for the worse. On April 23 a force 
was sent to clear the rebel forces to the 
eastward. Four meinbers of the constabu- 
lary. were killed and a large number of the 
rebels were killed or wounded. 

“On April 25 the Ashantis surrounded the 


town in great force, probably 10,000, and | 


made a determined attack. The Hausas 
were obliged to evacuate the cantonment 
and to concentrate around the fort. The en- 
g4gement lasted four hours. Twenty of our 
native allies and Hausas were killed. 

“ The present occupants of the fort number 
358, inclusive of eighteen Europeans, six of 
whom are missionaries. It is necessary that 
further reinforcements be sent to the Gold 
Coast,” 


Rebels Attack the Fort. 

Sir Frederick Hodgson, under date of April 
30, telegraphed: 

“ Yesterday a serious attack was made on 
the fort by the rebels, but they were routed 
on all sides with great loss. —Two members 
of the constabulary were killed and ten 
wounded. 

“A contingent of Lagos constabulary, un- 
der Inspector General Aplin, has arrived 
after two days’ severe fighting. The col- 
umn was attacked at Asagu, which was 
taken with the loss of one killed and twenty- 
three wounded, among them Aplin, slightly. 

“On the following day the contingent was 
attacked two miles from Kumassi by 8,000 
rebels. There was great loss in taking the 
stockade across the road. Several Ashantis 
there had arms of precision. After des- 
perate fighting the Ashantis fled. Two mem- 
bers ‘of the constabulary were killed and 
thirteen wounded, including Assistant In- 
Spector Read. Have been unable to send 
letters or telegrams through.” 


Natives Massed Eastward. - 
Under date of May 8 Sir Frederic Hodgson 


wired that the rebels were massed eastward | 


and that he had made a demonstration the 
previous day with two guns: inflicting great 
loss. One of the native ‘auxiliaries was 
killed. 

The Colonial office announces that in addi- 
tion to the Lagos constabulary, reinforce- 
ments have been sent to Sir Frederic Hodg- 
son fromthe Sierra Leone frontier police 
and from the west African frontier police, 
in northern and southern Nigeria.

FEARS AN ATTACK BY REBELS. 


Colombian Government Exercised Over 
Report That Insurgents Have Pur-_ 
pe chased Torpedo Boat. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 6.—News re- 
ceived from Colombia today by the British 
steamer Atrato, Captain Powles, says the 
Colombian government is considerably ex- 
ercised over a report that the rebels have 
purchased a torpedo bdat from Germany, 
and expect soon to attack Sabanilla, Depart- 
ment of Bolivar, near the mouth of the Mag- 
dalena River.

HAVANA POLICE A BAD LOT. 


Shakeup of the Force Contemplated by 


Governor General Wood After 
the Elections. 


HAVANA,May 6.—The Havana police force 
will soon undergo a thorough overhauling, 
particularly the secret service branch, which, 
it is generally admitted, has done virtually 
nothing during the last twelve months to 
justify its existence. Robberies take place 
nightly in various parts of the city, but the 
thieves are notarrested. Murders have been 
committed, yet the murderers are still at 
large.

GEN. GARCIA A PRISONER. 


ANOTHER FILIPINO LEADER CAP- 
TURED IN LUZON. 


™ 


Officer Who Ranks Next to Aguinaldo 
im the Insurgent Army, Pursued by 
| General Funston for Many Weeks, 
Is Finally Taken by Lieutenants 
Smith and Day—Commands Several 
Thousan@tlebels, Who May Now Be 
Induced to Surrender. 


MANILA, May 7.—General Pantelon Gar- 
cia, the highest insurgent officer except 
Aguinaldo, was captured yesterday by Lieu- 
tenant E. V. Smith of General Funston’s 
staff in the Town of Jaen, three miles north- 
east of San Isidro, Province of New Ecija. 

Garcia personally directed the guerrilla op- 
erations, and General Funston had spent 
weeks in trying to corner him, several com-' 
panies beating the whole country at night. 


Often the Americans caught messengers 
bearing Garcia's orders. The people protect- 
ed him, and burned signal lights wherever 
the American soldiers appeared. ; 

He seldom slept twice in the same town. 
Recently General Funston surprised him 
and his staff while dining at Arayat at dusk. 
The Filipinos leaped through the windows 
and escaped, leaving their papers and every- 
thing except the clothing they wore. The 
strain of being hunted finally exhausted their 
endurance. 

General Funston is in Manila, where he 
came to bid farewell to General Otis. He 
will return and endeavor to persuade Garcia 
to secure the surrender of his forces, which 
number several thousand. Most of Garcia’s 
men live in the mountains, and few bands 
would number more than 100. 

Jaen is the largest ungarrisoned town In 
the province. Spies reported that Garcia 
was sick, and had been compelled to hide 
there, and Lieutenant Smith, with Lieuten- 
ant Day and forty cavalrymen, surrounded 
the town 

The spies led them directly to the house 
where Garcia was, disguised as a peasant, 
only a Major and two servants being with 
him. These also were captured. +. 

Garcia commanded all the insurgents in 
central Luzon, several Generals, including 
Pio del Pilar and Mascardo, being under 
him,

TRACE MADNESS TO NOSTALGIA 


Insanity Among Philippine Troops Not 
U FP ected—Doctors Scout Alco- 
hol as a Ration. 


The statement of Surgeon C. E. Woodruff, 
now at Fort Riley, Kas., but formerly in the 
Philippines, that many soldiers in the islands 
become insane, is not startling to those 
familiar with the circumstances. Men be- 
come despondent even in the United States, 
and there seems to be no reason why they 
should be unusually ‘cheerful in a strange 
land, 12,000. miles from ‘home, and forced to 
live for weeks at a time under circtim- 
stances unusually depressing. 

There are 75,000 men serving in the Ameri- 
can army in the Philippines. Even in the 
regiments of “‘ regulars’ there are fully 85 
per cent of the soldiers who are “ regulars" 
only in name. They came into the service 
after the Spanish war and lack the long 
years of lonely frontier training and dull 
routine of army life in peace times which 
would accustom them to accept loneliness 
and dreary months of separation from home. 

These men would find life intolerable even 
at the frontier posts In America. It is not 
strange that many of them chafe and fret 
during garrison duty in little Filipino 
villages. 

The American troops in the Philippines 
do not have the advantage of the English 
in India because the English have been in 
the East so long that the new troops that 
come out are scattered among others that 
are hardened and seasoned to the strange 


levies until they, too, are veterans. 


Many Things to Get Used To. 

The troops in the Philippines have to be 
acclimated to many things. They are from 
a land of ice and snow and they have to be- 
come acclimated to the langorous heat of the 
tropics. They have to become acclimated 
to a heavy, depressing atmosphere. They 
have to become acclimated, so to speak, to 
loneliness, to months of imaction, to long 
days and endless nights in places that are 
nonentities. They must go for months with- 
out knowing whether the friends and 
loved dnes left behind are alive or dead. 
Homesickness has a typical chance in the 
Phillippines. 

An inerease In insanity cases among the 
Yroops fn the Philippines is not surprising 
to those who know the circumstances. 
As long as the hard fighting and campaign- 
ing was going on the troops were kept up by 


the excitement and the fresh developments 


of every day. Now, the troops are settling 
down to the dull routine ef garrisoning the 
little towns, they have more chance for 
homesickness, and when homesickness be- 
comes chronic it is apt to induce insanity. 

The English always keep at home one bat- 
talion of a regiment on foreign service and 
changes of the men are made back and 
forth. The foreign residents of Manila ex- 
press amazement that our soldiers so readily 
adjust themselves to the new and strange 
world into which they are so unceremoni- 
ously introduced. 


Doctors Scout Alcohol Ration. 

Chicago physicians are not ready to accept 
Surgeon Woodruff’s theory that alcohol fs 
necessary to the welfare of the soldiers in 
Philippines. 

r. D. R. Brower, specialist in brain dis- 
eases, said: “I should say that story was 
sensational, both as to an undue amount of 
insanity in the service and certainly as to 
alcoho! being beneficial. It is not in line 
with observation that alcohol mitigates the 
sufferings, mental or physical, from heat.” 
' Dr. Henry W. Sawtelle of the Marine Hos- 
pital in Chicago said of the disposition of 
the soldier to mental! troubles: * Homesick- 
ness causes much of it. Garrison duty at 
best is hard on men in the tropics, and in 
the Philippines, so many thousand miles 
away, the disposition Is manifestly greater. 
Only in a general way could I say that alco- 
hol is not ered beneficial in nervous 
disorders.” 

“1 was talking with a physician in the 
United States marine hospital service the 
other day,” said Dr. F. W. McNamara, “ and 
he said to me that the percentage of insanity 
in the Philippines was frightful. However, 
I am not prepared to believe that alcohol 
as a ration allowance would prove effective 
in lessening the evil." 

“1 have never been in the tropics,” said 
Dr. Robert N. Tooker, “ but I certainly doubt 
the effectiveness of alcohol in the emergency 
complained of.” 

A Chicago man who has seen service In the 
Philippines testifies to the physical craving 
for aicohol in that climate. 

“In Chicago,” said he, “I scarcely ever 
touch drink, but in the islands it became a 
necessity. The appetite for alcohol was as 
sharp and persistent as the appetite for 
food.”’ ~

Boston, Mass., May 6.—[Special.]—Will- 
lam C. Endicott, Secretary of War during 
President.

William Crowninshield Endicott was born 
in Salem, Nov. 19, 1826. He was the son of 
William Putnam Endicott and Mary (Crown- 
inshield) Endicott. His father was a de- 
scendant of John Endicott, the first Gov- 
ernor of the Massachusetts colony. 

' The famous sword with which the flery 
and impetuous Governor Endicott cut the 

cross from the King’s colors is one of the 
relics handed down through the litle of the 
eldest sons of the family and was in the 
possession of the late Secretary.of War. 
His Early Life. 

He received his early education in the 
Latin school in Salem. He entered Harvard 
University in 1843, and was graduated with 
the class of 1847. Soon after graduating he 
studied law in the office of Nathaniel J. 
Lord, then the leading member of the Essex 
bar, and in the Harvard law school. He was 
called to the bar in 1850, and began practice 
in Salem in 1851. He was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Washburn to a seat on the Supreme 
Court bench of Massachusetts in 1873. He 
held this position until 1882, when, he re- 
signed on account of his health, amd made 
an extended.tour in Europe. 

He was a member of the Salem Common 
Council in 1852, 1853, and 1857, being Presi- 
dent in the latter year. In 1857 he became 
City Solicitor, which office he held wntil 
1864. In the State elections of 1871, '72, and 
'T3 he was a candidate for Attorney General, 
and in 1870 for Congress on the Democratic 
ticket. In 1884 he was Democratic candidate 
for Governor of Massachusetts, but he did 
not appear in the canvass, and consequently 
received a small vote.

In 1885 he became Secretary of War In 
the Cabinet of President Cleveland. 

lie was a member of the Massachusetts 
Historical society and of the Board of Over- 
seers of Harvard College. He resigned from 
the Harvard corporation in 1895, Politically 
Mr. Endicott was of Whig antecedents, his 
affiliation with the Democratic party dating 


-from the Bell-Everett campaign in 1860, 


His father was a graduate of Harvard 
class of 1822. His maternal grandfather, 
Jacob Crowninshield, was a merchant of 
Salem and a member of Congress from 1802 
to 1809. Mr. Crowninshield was appointed 
and confirmed Secretary of the Navy in 
Jefferson's Cabinet in 1806, but declined the 
office, preferring to remain in Congress. 

Mr. Endicott, although appointed Secre- 
tary of War by President Cleveland, had 
no other military experience than that of 
a Captain. 

He was married Dec. 13, 1858, to El 
daughter of Colonel George Peabody © 
Salem. His family consisted of two chil- 
dren, William C. and Mary C. His daugh- 
ter was married Nov. 15, 1888, to Joseph 
Chamberlain. 

The ancestral home of his family appears 
to have been the well knpwn General Israel 
Putnam house at Salem village, now Dan- 
vers, under the roof tree of whic ore than 
120 years before the inauguration of Wash- 
ington were sheltered his ancestors, and 
where lived not only his great-grandfather, 
but his father and his grandfather. 


DENIES MAIL WEIGHING FRAUD. 


Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Makes Reply to House 
Committee. 


Washington, D. C., May 6—In reply to an 
inquiry from Chairman Loud of the House 
Postoflice committee, the Second Assistant 
Postmaster General has sent him a. letter 
relative to a fraud alleged to have been 
practiced in connection with the weighing of 
the mails in 1804, and to the general subject 
of the possibility of such attempted frauds 
becoming effective. 

The compensation received by ratliroad 
companies for carrying the mails is deter- 


mined by the character of the service per- 


formed, the facilities furnished, and the av- 
erage daily weight of mail carried. The ac- 
tual weighing of the mails takes place ones 
every four years for a period of not less than 
thirty days. If fraudulent matter is carried 
on a route during weighing without being 
detected by the department, there is, says 
the letter, a possibility of the rate of com- 
pensation being unduly increased. 

While the possibility exists the depart- 
ment exercises great vigliance at such times 
through its weighers and postal employés 
and special agents detailed to do the work. 
They discover and intercept such suspicious 
matter, trace it to its origin, route of dis- 
patch, and destination, ascertain its weight, 
and if proved fraudulent the weight is de- 
ducted, thus maintaining the proper average 
weight to be considered in the adjustment of 
the pay of the route involved. 

Special reference is made to Mr. Fechtig, 
who in 1898 claimed to have knowledge of 
frauds in connection with matl weighing. 
He was requested to furnish information 
that would enable the department to locate 
the route and parties involved. The in- 
formation desired was not then disclosed by 
Mr. Fechtig. Later. on Nov. 2, 1808, PFechtig¢ 
transmitted an affidavit and letter, the only 
specific allegation in which that could be 
used by the department being that he par- 
ticipated in an attempt to tlegitimately iIn- 
crease the weight of the mails passing over 
a Colorado route. The 250 pounds of mall, it 
sent as claimed, when reduced to a daily 
average, says the letter, could have no effect 
on the compensation.

Daniel Shaw, proprietor of a laundry at 
1547 Wabash avenue, committed suicide yes- 
erday morning at his residence, 4744 Cham- 
plain avenue, by shooting himself through 
the heart.

The Dearborn Stoek company gave a re- 
spectable performance of “Romeo and 
Juliet’ yesterday afternoon, and it may be 
that higher praise will be deserved later in 
the week. Some of the unevenness yesterday 
was the consequence of stage mishaps, while 
a little of the audience’s interest may have 
been-lost in the waits whith followed the ac- 


eidents. The theater’s drop curtain collapsed 


on Saturday night, and the asbestos fire cur- 
tain proved mot only a clumsy substitute, 
but wrecked some part of the scenery behind 
it nearly every time it was lowered or raised. 

In spite of annoyances, however, the per- 
formance did not suffer for lack of enthusi- 
asm, nearly every scene receiving its measure 
of applause. The players themselves brought 
not only earnestness but intelligence to their 


- portrayals, and the drill they received in 


“As You Like It” told noticeably upon their 
reading of the blank verse. That the com- 
pany should have been able to attain the 
same success in the difficult tragedy that it 
did ih the merry pastoral was more than 
one had a right to expect. 

In the first place Miss Julia Stuart, whose 
Rosalind is a pleasant memory, is a comedi- 
enne by nature, and an occasional emotional 
actress by hard stage necessity. It followed, 


then, by law, that her Juliet, though prettily 


the love-gilorified maiden of the balcony 
scene, and charmingly the damsel of lignt 
and varied moods, lacked somewhat in 
force and dignity of emotion when the scenes 
became deeper shaded. Like Miss Maude 
Adams, she spared herself the severe test of 
acting the transition from comedy to tragedy 
by quitting the scene in which Juliet learns 
of the death of Tybalt and who his slayer 
is. The parting between Romeo and Juliet 
was rather more elocutionary than loving, 
though the blame of unreality rested more 
upon the former than the latter. Miss Stuart 
ected the potion scene impressively, but not 
thrillingly; aware that she could not strike 
the notedf highest tragedy, she wisely avoid- 
ed hysteria. Her training in the Shakspear- 
jan drama again stood her in good stead: her 
performance would have been interesting 
merely as a reading of verse. 
This understanding of metrical enuncia- 
tion aided also in gving authority to Benja- 
min Johnson’s Friar Laurence. The actor 
disclosed the friar as a gray-bearded, almost 
decrepit,old man,and emphasized the scholar- 
ly planner rather than the active intriguer. 
The fact that the Nurse was in the capable 
hands of an actress of old-school experience, 
Mrs. Madge Carr Cook, gave excuse for pre- 
senting allofherscenes. It proved sufficient, 
though the episodes of their own accord 
draw out to the tedious. The play through- 
out was shaped, indeed, much to the rated 
qualifications of the players. Mercutio, for 
instance, was given nearly all the lines of 
the first act belonging of right to Benvolio. 
The role of the blithesome meddler was taken 
by Gardner Crane, who played it after a pro- 
nounced Hackett pattern. At most times the 
buoyancy seemed forced, but the Queen Mab 
speech was aptly spoken. Tybalt was ex- 
cellently acted by Edward Mackay. Howell 
Hansel made no effort to lift Romeo above 
the rank of foil. Although his physique un- 
fitted him for the rdle, he was otherwise not 
unsatisfactory in the narrow groove to 
which he képt the part. He spoke distinctly. 
A stage manager has license to arrange a 
Shakspearian play nearly as he sees fit. In 
this case,however,a step beyond the ordinary 
was taken. The usual first scene was split 
into two sections, and Romeo, instead of 


- making entrance immedately after the street 


affray, was not seen until he came forward 
to meet Mercutio and Benvolio. Then he de-

WHY DOES PARIS GET YELLOW 
METAL FROM UNITED STATES? 


Voth London and Berlin Offer Better 
Inducements to the New York Bank- 
ers and Yet the French Capital Is 
Getting the Supply—Cost of the War 
Now Agitating the British Specula- 

_ tors—Investors Fearful of American 
Stocks,

LONDON, May 6.—Does it not seem an 
anomaly that gold should be leaving New 
York for Paris at a time when, according to 
your statistical returns, the balance of your 
foreign trade is more in your favor than at 
any previous period of history? Money doubt- 
less is cheaper in New York than on any 
other great market in the world at present, 
but it also is cheaper in Paris than here or 


in Germany. 
By what used to be considered the law 


governing the movements of bullion, 
that it tended to flow from cheap 
markets to dear ones, London or 


Berlin should have attracted the metal 
from New York sooner jthen Paris. But 
perhaps it will come to us‘next, and we need 
it badly.

Italian residents, among whom were many 
property-owners, held an opposition meet- 
ing at Svea Hall at the same time and de- 
cided upon radical measures if the deter- 
mination of the Swedish and other property- 
owners was persisted in. They expressed 
a determination to fight rather than move 
and stated that Italians all over the city 
would come to their assistance. A commit- 
tee of five was appointed to wait upon the 
representatives of the Swedes today and de- 
liver an ultimatum tothe effect that the 
efforts to clear Milton avenue of its present 
residents should be dropped or war would be 
commenced. The committee consists of 
Samuel P. Luzzo, Tony Divonen, Biago 
Miccia, Michael Gintili, and Joseph Blasi. 

As an outgrowth of the feeling between 
races Michael Laspasi, 82 Gault court, was 
assaulted, during the afternoon by four 
Swedes, who met him atthe corner of Milton 
and Chicago avenues. Laspasi, say the 
Italians, was defending himself valiantly 
when eight countrymen of the llants 
appeared and set upon him, then Laspasi 
fled. He was not badly injured, and no 
arrests were made. 

The Swedish meeting was held at 13 Milton 
avenue. Speakers asserted that values had 
been depreciated in that street, between Chi- 
cago avenue and Oak street, by the resi- 
dents. Something should be done, they said, 
or the property would become worthless. 
Edward Ronayne proposed that an agree- 
ment be signed by each property-owner to 
raise the rents $5 a month. 

Mr. Ronayne proposed that all tenants con- 
ducting undesirable lines of business in 
stores and shops be included fn the increase 
of rents, and that all of the property-owners 
subscribe toa fund to pay the rent of stores 
and flats thus vacated in cases where the 
landlord was unable to bear the loss. The 
agreement was written out, and sixty who.

The) 
money paid for the thousands of bales of 
hemp shipped from garrisoned ports has 
found its way into the insurgent coffers, and 
the revolutionary juntas at Hongkong and 
Singapore are making extensive purchases’ 
of arms, preparatory to a renewed season 
of filibustering and general hostilities as 
soon as the rainy season is over. Our army 
is busy protecting their posts, while the in- 
surgents carry on their operations in the 
interior and paralyze agriculture and trade. 

“Scattered bands of armed insurgents 
wage war against all who hesitate to ac- 
knowledge the Aguinaldo government, and 
the inhabitants are in a state of terror that 
prevents honest industry or open alliance 
with.American sovereignty. The American’ 
troops make short work of these robbers, 
but our garrisons are so far apart and so 
few in numbers that they invariably are: 
obliged to fall back toa seaport town, where 
they can get supplies from Manila, for the 
insurgents have so thoroughly ravaged the 
country that it is impossible to supply even 
a small battalion with native products. 

“If we ever hope to put an end to this 
Indian warfare we must send additional 
forces to the islands. Our present corps 
is totally inadequate to cope with the sit- 
uation and bring the war to a close. The 
islands, commercially or otherwise, will be 
utterly useless until life and property are 


made safe.’

Afternoon.

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INQUIRY ON GRAND JURY. 


GATE METHOD OF DRAWING, 


™~ 


Union Leaders Think It Unfair to Have 
Contractors but No Workingmen as 
Members—Committee Appointed to 
Conduct Examination — Material 
Dealers Deny Statements That 
Plumbing and Other Supplies Can- 
not Be Bought by Any One. 


-. The grand jury, having investigated union 
labor’s connection with the industrial 
trouble, is in turn to be investigated by the 
Committee on Public Institutions of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. Strictly speak- 
ing, the investigation will be directed to- 
ward the manner in which the members of 
the grand jury are chosen, with the view of 
learning whether the jury can be made up in 
the interest of the contractors and material 
dealers. 

The indictments returned last - week 
against labor men and the failure of 
the grand jury to carry through the 
investigation of the charges against dealers 
in building material] led the labor men to say 
that they have not been treated fairly. The 
idea was voiced at yesterday’s meeting of 
the federation, when Charles Dold of the 
Pianoworkers’ union offered a, “motion, 
which was adopted, instructing the Com- 
mittee on Public Institutions to inquire into 
the system of drawing the grand jury. 

, “It's about time we were looking into this 
matter,” said Delegate Dold, “ and protect- 
ing our rights. It's a singular fact that a 
plano manufacturer was on the’grand jury 
last month, and that a contractor and a 
building material dealer were members of 
the grand jury which was discharged yes- 
terday, while no representative of union 
labor was theré to represent our cause.”’ 

F. M. Ryan of the bridge and structural 
iron workers indorsed Delegate Dold’s mo- 
tion. He said he knew that a determined 


effort had been made by the contractors to 


jhave common cases of assault taken bef 
the grand jury, thus depriving the parti 
_ pants of their rights in the police courts. 
“It certainly looks unfair,” said Ryan, 
“that-a contractor was drawn for grand 
jury service and no labor men were chosen.” 
BE. A. Davis, Secretary of the Building 
Trades Council, declared that the system of 
chosing grand jurors was handled as though 
it was a roulette wheel, and that the wheel 
would be turned by the jury commission 
until the right members came out. He was 
in fayor of an investigation. Another dele- 
gate aroused applause by denouneing the 
action of the grand jury in indicting union 
labor men as “a shame and a disgrace.”’ 


Material Men Deny Refusing to Sell. 

The prophecy uttered by Foreman Knox 
of the grand jury, that every wholesale sup- 
ply house and material firm tn the city would 
Offer today to sell -goods to all cash cus- 
tomers, is not taken seriously by some of the 


j representative men in that business. Neither 
are the statements made before the grand. 


jury to the effect that there was a con- 
spiracy among the dealers in building mate- 
rial accepted as true. The materia! dedlers 
dieny that they are mefusing to sell their 


Ss. 

‘“* The material dealers are not to blame for 

-the trouble,”” said D. V. Purington of the 
Illinois Brick company, “and it would not 
alter the situation if they should open their 
doors tomorrow and sell their goods. I say 
this on the assumption that some of them 
have been. discriminating in the sale of 
material. I dg not know that such an as- 
sumption is warranted by the facts, but 
I do know that the Illinois Brick company 
= not and has not been seljjng\brick to any- 

y. 

“The key to the situation is held by thé 
architects,” concluded Mr. Purington. 
“They are in control of the future building 
operations, and it is their recommendations 
which will influence the capitalists in mak- 
ing investments. The capitalists have been 
advised by the architects not to erect any 
more buildings until the labor troubles are 
settied.”’ 

Ludwig Wolff, President of the L. Wolff 
Manufacturing company, making plumbing 
supplies, denied that the evidence presented 
to the grand jury proved any conspiracy. 

*“* There is no truth in the statement that 
it has been impossible to purchase plumbing 
supplies,” sald Mr. Wolff. “‘My firm has 
never refused to sell supplies since the trou- 
ble began, and I do not know of any other 

‘firm refusing to sell goods.” 

M. J. Corboy, a contractor in the plumb- 
ing business, also took exceptions to 
the statements made by Foreman Knox and 
some other members of the grand jury. 

“There has been no time since the labor 
trouble commenced,”” said Mr. Corboy, 
‘‘when plumbing supplies could not be 
bought by any cash customer.” 


Architect Jenney Thinks End Here. 

W. L. B. Jenney, who has acted for the 
architects in the labor difficulties, looks at 
the situation from a different standpoint 
than that taken by Mr. ‘Purington, and be- 
lieves that the end of the trouble is fast ap- 
proaching. 

“The architects do not stand in the way 
of a settlement,” said Mr. Jenney. “I 
would not advise an investor to refrain from 
building. I do not think that there will be 
any more trouble with the laboring men for 
some time to come. We are now drawing 
the plans for five buildings, and on all the 
work we are now doing the non-union and 
union men are working peaceably together. 
I expect the resumption of building within a 
few weeks. The men will go to work under 
the contractors’ rules and there will be no 
arbitration, as there is nothing for the con- 
tractors to arbitrate.” 


HIRING TRAINMEN FOR ST. PAUL 


H. M. Westcott, Guest at Wyoming Ho- 
tel, Believed to Be Preparing 
for a Strike. 


Henry M. Westcott, a guest at the Wyo- 
ming Hotel, whose mission in the city has 
aroused much curiosity, has been con- 
ducting an’ employment bureau in the hotel 
for nearly a week, and during that time 
has hired 300 conductors and brakemen and 
shipped them to St. Paul, Minn. Nobody, 
fiot even the men hired, has been able to 
learn from Mr. Westcott on what railroad 
the «nen will work. Last January he was 
similarly engaged, and at one time had over 
400 trainmen living in the hotel and draw- 
ing wages. He discharged all of them, how- 
ever, without sending them out of the city, 


It is the general belief that he is employing 


men in anticipation of a strike on the Great 
Northern or the Northern Pacific. 


STRIKE REPORT REITERATED. 


Labor People at Buffalo Say New York 
Central Car Repairers Will 
Again Go Out. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 6.—The report of last 
night that the New York Central car re- 
pairers who resumed work on Friday would 
strike in sympathy with their affiliated 
craftsmen of the lines where demands have 


“not been granted was reiterated tonight by 


labor people and pronounced a proper move 
if the men who followed&the Central car re- 
pairers in the strike insist that it is the most 
tangible way to render.them ald in their 
fight. It is possible th® Erie and Lacka- 
wanna car repairers may meet their re- 
spective officials tomorrow. 

The striking freight handlers made no 
move today and appear to be quietly waiting 
to hear what success attends the efforts of 
President Gompers to secure a hearing for 
them from the general officers of the several 
lines of New York. 

It is believed that the Lackawanna men 
will make at least. one more attempt to nego- 
tiate with Master Mechanic Canfield. A 
reply from the general officers of the Lehigh 
Valley is expected tomorrow nd President 
De Coursey of the Western New York and 
Pennsylvania has promised to reach Buffalo 
sufficiently tentative to act as @ upon 
any which might have 
culminated when the time limit of the men’s 
ultimatum expires tonight.

TARIFF DUTY FOR PORTO RICO. 


Treasury Bureau of Statistics Shows 
Rate of Taxes Islanders Must 


Wa@hington, Dd. May 6.—[Special.]— 
The rates of duty which the Porto Rican will 
have to pay upon articles entering into his 
daily life if imported-from the United States 
are shown by a statement just prepared by 
the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. It states 
in precise terms the actual rate of duty 
where the Dingley law names a specific rate 
per bushel, pound, or yard of the article 
considered, while in cases where the law 
makes an “ad valorem” rate of duty, de- 
pendent upon the value of the goods, the 
price named is estimated at the wholesale or 
average export rates, and, while it is thus 
below the retail price, it states fairly the | 
amount of duty per pound, bushel, or yard 
which the Porto Rican consumer will pay.

HAS LAKE SHIPS TO SPARE. 


Story That Rockefeller Overdid Him- 
self and That Rate War May 
Ensue. 


May 6.—[Special 


Duluth, Minn., .]—Be- 


_ cause of last winter's fight for lake tonnage 


between the great iron and steel interests 
it is said that the Rockefeller interests are 
2,000,000 tons “ long. In getting tonnage 
enough to dictate fréight rates, the story 
rufis, they overdid themselves, and the sur- 
plus will have to seek some other traffic to 
earn money. The object of the struggle was 
to place the winner in a position to dictate 
freight rates on iron ore and it resulted in 
a rate of $1.25. Since the opening of the 
marine season the rates have slumped on 
ore and grain from Duluth because the sur- 
plus tonnage has gone into the grain trade. 
Two million tons is equal to abowt 70,000,000 
bushels of grain, or more than a season's 
shipments from Duluth, and if all of it goes 
into the grain trade vesselmen see a general 


cutting of rates. 


AGREE CANAL IS HARMLESS. 


Professor Jordan of the Chicago Uni- 
versity Confirms Conclusions 
‘Reached by Dr. Wahl. 


Professor E. C. Jordan, head of the de- 
partment of bacteriology in the University 
of Chicago, agrees with Dr. Wahl, head of 
the Scientific Station for Brewing of Chica- 
go, that the drainage canal has not added to 
the pollution of the St. Louis water supply. 

For the last thirteen months Professor 
Jordan and his assistant, E. E. Irons, have 
been conducting for the Drainage Commis- 
sioners ah analysis of the water at various 
points between Bridgeport and St. Louis, 
and the result shows no appreciable increase 
in the number of bacilli to the cubic centi- 
meter since the canal was opened. 

“We n our investigations on April 15, 
1800," said Professor Jordan yesterday, 
“testing the water at various points. We 
found that the number of bacilli in a given 


‘quantity of water diminshed steadily as we 


r from Bridgeport to St. Louis. 
Since April 15, 1900, the same result is 
found, and there is positively no evidence 
that more bacteria exist in the water now 
than were present at this time last year.” 


Limitation of a Day’s Werk. 

Chicago, May 5.—[{Editor of The Tribune. }—In- 
dignation has been justly aroused by an effort on 
the part of certain trades to limit the work of a 
day, nominally eight hours, to what a skilled 
workman can readily accomplish in two or three 
hours. Some of these attempts have been aban- 
domed, but there areagmore ways than one to 
minimize a day’s w One needs but to watch 
the laborers on our streets to see that the tyranny 
of trades unionism is not essential to the limita- 
tion of what may be done in a given time.
